LONDON, Bept. 87.—A British of-

flelal communication made publie to-
night says:

“Northwest of Hulluch we have
repulsad a npumber of counter at-
tacks and Inflioted heavy loga on the
enemy. Bast of Loos our offenalve
is progressing.

“Our captures now amount to
fifty-three officers and 2,800 men
and elghteen guns apd thirty-twq
machine gunsa, The enemy aban-
doned a considerable qantity of am-
terial which has not yot been claswl-
fled.”

LONDON, Sept. 27.—In two days'
the French and Britigsh have gained
groater resulty than in the preceding
twelve months of fighting since the
battle of the Marne. With upwards
of 20,000 German prisoners in their
hands and something ke thirty
guns, without counting machine guns,
and with a formidable breach in the
Gorman line, the allles apparently
have their long sxpected offensive
movement well under way. The ad-
vanoe has been general, and its ef-
fect In emphasized by the fact that
on the eastern front a substantial
gain for the Russians lg recorded’

Potrograd tule, that the army of Gen-
ornl Ivanoff has'won a wtriking victory
over the Germans and Ausirians In the

southeastern theater, where 100 prisen-
ors are sald to have been taken.

The Delglans also are taking a promi-
nent part In the new offensive mov :

It ia belleved In London that the new
move in the west will agaln bring the
Germans face to face with the necosnity
of making a choloe between the two
fronts, us was the case earlier in the war,
Military writers point out that the Rus-
siams are now holding the Austrians and
Germans on & front of ™ miles, while
the presence of mearly 2,000,000 strongly
entranched Germans has failed to pré-
vont an advance in Franos. This, they
suy, must Increase the perplexities of the
German general staff and‘rosct immedi.
ataly on any plana which may have been
formed for new attacks in the south or
southeast.

The feeling of optimism. in London is
enhanced by the political sffect which
the succeases of the allles appear to have
had on'the Balkan states. Dispatche v
from Bofia Indicate that Bulgarian @iplo-
mats Are cager to convinoe the allies
that mabllisation of ths army was not
prompted by hostils motives,

Russlan Fesition lmpreved.

The latest official news from Petro-
wrad is Interproted here as ahowing that
the Nussians are distinctly In & better
position. This seemn to be true even In
the region of Dvinsk, where Fleld Mai-
shal von Hindenburg has concentrated
his efforis, at the expense of
the southern . The German attack
now seema to be slackening.

Notwithstanding the wuocesses of the
allies, England s not blinded to the fact
that it will be no light task to attempt to
